NORDIC WUCLEAR-FREE ZONE WOULD HAVE TO INCLUDE PARTS OF USER 
WWI21111 Copenhagen BERLINGSRE TIDENDE in Danish 5 Mar 81 Part 1 p 10 
[Editerial: “Nordic Nuclear-Pree Zone") 


[Text] There is nothing sew in attempts from several sides to discuss foreign policy 
questions in the Nordic Council. The initiatives for thie generally originate with 
parties and politicians who adopt 4 critical or negative approach to the security 
policies which the Nordic countries individually pursue. For thie reason it is 

easy to understand ‘hat among the majority behind the policies in the individual 
countries here could be a desire to juetify a rejection of what in reality is an 
attempt to disturb the elements in the Nordic countries’ security policies, which 
together are called the Nordic balance. 


However, there are hardly any prospects of 4 fruitful foreign policy debate on a 
subject whic’ lies outside the Nordic Council's ares of competence. This also ap- 
plies to the old question of a Nordic nuclear-free sone, which occasionally surfaces 
in partly new guisese-<-all deriving from the alaoet 20-year-old Kekkonen Plan. 


Most recently the debate has been fanned from Norway although in a form which at 
least initially created confusion over the gotive behind the attempt to reanimate 
the debate on a Nordic nuclear-free sone. However, it is natural to see the Nor- 
wegian discussion in the light of the rift which became apparent within the Labor 
Party in connection with the decision on the contingency stockpiling of allied 
materiel for use by possible NATO reinforcements in 4 crisis or war situation. The 
announced sup,ort for the principle of euch a nuclear-free zone served to convince 
stockpiling's opponents and othere of the Norwegian Labor Party government's de- 
sire to continue to adhere to the policy of detente and to support the idea cf new 
initiatives for disarmament or arm control. 


However, as former Poreign Minister K.B. Andersen has so rightly pointed out, it 
is really 4 shadow debate if it is not emphasized with full clarity that 4 Nordic 
nuclear-free sone in the present circumstances must include areas outside the 
Nordic countries--and in practice this would @eans parte of the Soviet Union. 


The Russians have never been willing to enter negotiations about any such proposals, 


and there are no signe that they have changed their ginds. However, on the other 
hand Moscow would be very pleased to see Denmark and Norway commiting themelves 








to an undertaking never under any circumstances to allow nuclear arma to enter 
their territery., Yor the two Nerdic NATO nations such 4 step would mean that they 
had isolated thempelves from the common NATO strategy, which in order to achieve 
the full deterrent effect envisages the possibility of ueing suclear arms in tne 
event of an attack on NATO, 


Both the previous and the present Norwegian prime g@inisters have shown that they 
understand this clearly, and even Prime Minister Anker Joergensen's warning againet 
“militarieation” contains no acceptance of plane to weaken ties with NATO, which is 
what isolated approval of a Nordic nuclear-free sone limited to the Nordic coun- 


tries would involve,

COMPREHENSIVE ANTI<TERRORIST CAMPAIGN CONTINUES 
DEV-SOL investigation Reveals Gunes, Druge 
letanbul HURRIVET in Turkieh 19 Feb 61 p 13 


[Text] Operations by the letanbul police have revealed that the illegal DEV-SOL 
[Revolutionary Left] organization engaged in extensive heroin smuggling as 4 means 
of financing arms procurement, The organization, which has now been largely dic- 
mavtied, ran 4 private brothel in order to get money and established close rel» 
tions with the Bulgarian government through underworld “fathers,” according to (« 
police. A statement made by the security directorate yesterday revealed that ( ..« 
leaders of the organization, who had luxurious homes in Istanbul where they hid 
their “hit men,” aleo opened luxurious offices and thus conducted their activities 
under the guise of “businesemen.” 


Pointing out ‘hat the illegal DEV-SOL's basic beliefs were “crime” and “corruption,” 
the authorities said, “This organization killed 101 persone in Istanbul. Wow 1,370 
of the organization's militants have been arrested and turned over to justice.” It 
was stated that the organization's administrators targeted police stations in 

order to make the state appear powerless and to increase pressure on the public. 


The operations also revealed that the illegal DEV-SOL, whose goal was to change the 
constitutional order and establish a "Marxist-Leninist proletarian dictatorship" 
through escalating terroriem, also set up “hit equade” under the name of “teams for 
the armed struggle against fascist terroriem.” The “lit squade” revealed during 
questioning that they had received weapons training and shot without mercy the 
persons designated as th: targets by the leaders. The hit equads aleo reportedly 
carried out such action-> vombings, shootings and burning care and forcing people 
who did not think ae they ¢id to “migrate,” at least from that area. It is under- 
stood, meanwhile, that another group which was responsible for raising money by 
threatening businesemen and people in the city turned over almost 3} million liras 
per gonth to the top level administrators of the illegal organization. Woting that 
this was not the only source of income for the illegal organization, police author- 
ities said, “Huseyin Solgun, 4 member of the illegal organization's central commit- 
tee now under arrest, established contact with certain underworld figures and 
Obtained 4 kilograms of heroin. He sold this abroad, bringing the organization a 


= deal of money. They later bought weapons to arm the organization from 
lgaria and other nations with the goney acquired in this way.” 














The illegal organigation's top administraters, whe, in addition to smuggling nar- 
eoties, alse ran 4 brothel according to the police, lived luxuriously on the money 
they acquired by these methods, fhe luxury homes rented by the illegal organi- 
gation's leaders in Levent, Ctiler, Sisil and bebek were furnished with luxurious 
sitting room and bedroom suite all of which were found to have come from Rurope, 
Rental on the luxury homes was in excess of 40,000 liras per month and, in order to 
give themselves a “businessman” image and not attract attention, the organization 
administrators freely deitributed bonuses and tips to their doormen and service 
people. in addition to all this, DEV=-S0L leader Sursun Karatas rented a luxury 
office im Sislt and directed all actions from there 46 though running a “marketing 
company.” Another organigation administrator Huseyin Solgun also rented an of fice 
with two secretaries in Sishane and conducted the organization's foreign contacts 
from there, The organization also bought ostentatious, luxury automobiles to use 
for transporting arms and smuggling narcotics, police said, and these were seized 
by police. 


Ietanbul Divided inte 6 Zones 


The illegal DEV-S0OL organization divided Istanbul province into 6 zones, each with 
4 responsible officer and committee, it was announced, Committees were said to 
conduct intelligence on security officers living in the sone and give orders to 
“hit equade” for killings. The documents seized in the searcn of organization 
administrators’ homes and offices revealed that the “hit squads” were being 
expanded and that efforts were under way to make them into “Armed Revolutionary 
Unite” to be used in “guerrilla” warfare. The number-two man after top leader 
Dursun Karatas, Pasha Guven, was the “foreign officer,” a person named Tuncer was 
“civil servant sector” officer, and Huseyin Solgun wes responsible for the “worker 
sector” and “local units.” A Law Paculty student, Sinan Kukul, reportedly directed 
“middle and higher education organization” and also perpetrated terror by forming 
"hit squads.” 


Tarik Kocaogiu, 4 student at the Istanbul Technical University Electricity Faculty, 
was a member of the hit squads which killed 101 people in Istanbul, including 
former Prime Minister Nihat Erim, and said in his statement, "I understood later 
that they were misleading us and using us like peons. When I learned that Yasar 
Tumay, whom I had killed, was not what | had been told but was an ordinary rightist 
and that the Spor-Toto seller in Sisli was an RPP member, the world came crashing 
down around me. As for the killing of the Erkenez brothers, it was a massacre. I! 
was later filled with remorse for what I had done, but we went from job to job. 

By then I was on a road from which i could not turn back.” 


Organization leader Dursun Karatas, however, said in his statement, "The aurder of 
Nihat Erim would prompt reactions abroad. It would be stressed that the state 
could not even protect a former prime minister and the hold of terrorism on the 
peuple would be strengthened. Besides this, by raiding the police stations, we 
showed that the security forces were helpless and thoroughly destroyed the people's 
confidence in thea.” 


it was announced that following the seizure of the illegal DEV-SOL's administrator, 
other administrators came from abroad and went to work trying to prevent the col- 
lapse of the organization and thet their identities were learned also. 














Authorities described as follows the organisation and development of the illegal 
DEV=SOL | 


"The organizations which had been wiped out by the operations following 12 March 
began to revive after the Amnesty Law was passed later, The illegal organization 
militants, owee they were free, took advantage of loopholes in the Associations 
Law and formed email associations at fireat, These associations later combined 
under the name ‘Higher Education Cultural Association,’ Still later they surfaced 
as the ‘Federation of Revolutionary Youth Associations == DEV-GENC,' Differences 
of opinion surfaced within DEV-GENC and the Istanbui group broke off under the 
leadership of Pasa Guven and Bulent Uluer and took the name ‘Revolutionary Left == 
DEV-S0L.' DEV-SOL operated legally for a while, then turned illegal and started 
armed actions." 


letanbul police authorities announced that they had had an on-going struggle with 
the illegal DFV-SOL organization and had arrested many of the militants who had 
long been wanted and that the problem at the moment was to apprehend the new leader 
ship cadres. 


Current Statue of Terroriem 
latanbul CUMMURIYET in Turkieh 19 Peb 61 pp 1,5 


[Text] Ankara, CUMHMURIYET BUREAU <- The General Staff Office for Coordination of 
Martial Law Militercy Services has iseved a statement on incidents of terroriem and 
anarchy occurring within the past l-month period. 


It is pointed ouc in the statement that 586 crimes were committed in the past 
month and 20 persons died, including 5 security officers. Neting a 20 percent 
reduction in the total number of crimes, it was reported that effective blows had 
been struck against 6 leftist, © separatist and 2 rightist organizations. 


The announcement follows: 


"1. In the past i-month period between 12 January - 11 February 1981, 588 crimes 
were committed which come under martial law jurisdiction in our country. Of the 
crimes committed during this period, 294 were hanging posters and distributing 
bulletins, 134 were unlawful taking and robbery, 63 were armed assault and clashes 
with security forces, 24 involved explosives and arson, 6 were student incidents, 
3 were demonstrations and resistance and 64 were other crimes involving unlawful 
taking, threats and curfew violation. 


"Of these crimes, 16 were committed by right-wing activists, 361 by left-wing 
activists and 15 by separatist groups. However, although a portion of them is 
thought to have been committed for ideological purposes, a significant part of the 
theft, robbery and assault incidents is being eviluated as of a routine nature. 
They are being considered as under martial law jurisdiction pending further clari- 
fication. Of the 588 crimes committed during this period, 60 percent were simple 
crimes such as hanging posters and placards and assault. Most of the posters were 
found to have been hastily made, using spray paint. 

















"Crimes committed in the past lemonth period trom 12 January to 11 February, as 
compared with the previous lemonth period from 12 December 1980 to 11 January 19841, 
vepresent a 20 percent reduction in overall crime figures and a 35 percent reduc- 
tion in poster incidents and distributing bulletins, On the other hand, 20 persone 
lost their lives in the past month as the result of violence. Five of these who 
Lost their '' o@ were security officers, One was a deputy security director and 
four were priicemen, Also, 17 terrorists died in clashes with security forces, 2 
of them in Akyagi District of Sakarya, 2 in Kazro District of Diyarbekir Province, 
2 in Rige and the others in various provinces, Also as the result of crimes com- 
mitted in the month, 48 persons were injured and 16 terrorists were wounded in 
clashes with security forces. 


Robbery and Theft 


"2, While there was an average of 58 crimes committed per day in the last l-month 
period prior to 12 September, the average daily number of crimes committed in the 
lemonth period from 12 January to Ll February 1981 was 16. While 8 persons per 
day lost their Lives to violence, lives lost in this period were approximately 

l every other day, and the number injured dropped from 16 per day to 2. 


"Aleo, the 16 average daily poster and bulletin distribution incidents per month 
prior to 12 September were reduced to 9 in this period, and the 6 daily thefts and 
robberies were reduced to 4. 


"In a lemonth period prior to 12 September, 20 million liras were taken in thefts 
and robberies perpetrated against public institutions, citizens and business 
establishments and 50 million liras’ worth of gold, jewelry and valuable goods were 
stolen, while in this period, there was no theft or robbery of public institutions, 
6 million liras were taken in theft and robbery perpetrated against citizens and 
commercial establishments and 18 million liras’ worth of gold, jewelry and valuable 
property was stolen by terrorists. A significant portion of the gold stolen was 
recovered later from the arrested perpetrators. In addition to the political 
decline in thefts and robbery, it is understood also that there is a reduction from 
the standpoint of the monetary value stolen. 


"As opposed to 22 assault incidents per day, there were 2 in this period; 9 inci- 
dents per day involving explosives and arson compare with 1 per day in this period. 


Suspects Arrested 


"3. As the result of searches and operations in the past l-month period, 1,607 
leftists, 420 separatists, 538 right-wing activists and 3,046 suspects of unspeci- 
fied views were arrested, giving a total of 5,601, and legal procedures have begun 
in their cases. 





According to initial finds, 2,005 of these suspects were arrested on grounds of 
perpetrating various crimes. The crimes committed by the arrested suspects follow: 


"=—1,607 suspects belonging to the armed left-wing activist sector for the killing 
of a total of 73 persons in 17 provinces, the wounding of a total of 46 persons in 
14 provinces, the arrangement of thefts and robbery in various places in 13 pro- 
vinces, assaults on security forces or involvement in armed clashes in 13 pro- 
vinces, arson and the use of explosives in various locations in 12 provinces and 
districts, hanging pusters and distributing bulletins in various provinces and dis- 
tricts. 














“e=420 suspects belonging to the armed separatist activist sector for the killing 
of a total of 22 persons in 9 provinces, ivrvolvement in clashes with security 

forces in 6 provinces, various thefts and tobberies in 6 provinces, various thefts 
and rovberies in 6 provinces, use of explosives in various locations in a number of 
provinces and districts, hanging post ts and distributing bullecine, 


“o=528 suspects belongi g to the armed right-wing activist sector for the killing 
of a total of 29 persons in 10 provinces, the wounding of a total of 27 persone ii 
7 provinces, involvement in armed clashes with security forces in | province, 
theft and robberies in } provinces, use of explosives in various places in 2 pro- 
vinces, 


“e=The suspects, whose guidance has not yet been firmly identified, are understood 
to have taken part in many actions in various of our provinces. Usually, as invee- 
tigations progress, they reveal that some incidents are ideological and others are 
routine. 


Lllegal Organizations 


“Effective operations conducted by security forces to date have eliminated, as to 
illegal left-wing activist organizations throughout Turkey, almost all of the 
Turkish People's Liberation Party Front/United for Action and The Urgency and a 
significant part of the Marxist-Leninist Armed Propaganda Union, DEV-YOL [Revolu- 
tionary Road] and DEV-SOL and the Turkish Communist Party Marxist-Leninist Parti- 
san. Meanwhile, the leadership cadr’ ' ' ¥@ Ankara crganizations of the Turkish 
Revolutionary Communist Party and Pe le's Liberation, the Turkish Communist Party 
Marxist-Leninist Partisan and DEV-Y ‘ave been arrested and these organizations 
have been largely rendered ineffecti,. 


“Of separatist organizations, almost all of the Revolutionary Democratic Cultural 
Association, Kurdistan Rizgari and Freedom Road and a significant portion of the 
Apo [arm of Kurdistan Liberation Organization] and Kawa [expansion unknown] Organ- 
izations have been rendered ineffective. 


"Prom the armed right wing activist sector, almost all from the Idealists and the 
Raiders who committed crimes prior to 12 September have been apprehended.

"4. In searcnes and operations conducted in thie period, 298 rifles of various 
types and calibers, 76 shotguns, 47 automatic pistols, 4,776 pistols, 1 rocket 
launcher, 87,123 cartridges, 441 explosive devices, 44 other weapons and 9 walkie- 
talkies have been seized.

“In feet, the perpetfatere of 124 gurders, 84 cases of injury and many other crimes 
of amnatehy whose perpetrators had been unknown were arrested in the past month and 
turned over te justice, thue striking an effective blew againet the illegal organ= 
igatione., 


“The support and help given our security forces by our people since 12 September in 
clearing the waresolved crimes are invaluabie.”

Med | think thet unemployment hee an important place among the various causes of 
terror, The facet that some of those whe take part in the vicious events on the 
left and on the Fight are wnemployed confirms thie, in 4 country with 4 mixed 
Clase etructure like Turkey, people of 411 classes engage in terroriem, Thies is 
natural, too, However, if you take data from the incidents prior te 1? September 
and gake comparisons, you cannot help but fotice that im thie period which we

(Text) MILLIVET NEWS CENTER -- Durable coneuwmer goo’ , textile products and con- 
struction materiale have begun selling on the market at below ticket prices. Aleo, 
certain ifton factories have announced price reductions in order to reduce their 
etocke. 


Whole prices on some tentile producte are being reduced 90 percent in cash sales. 


The liquidity shortage and the sew tax laws, a6 well a6 the slump in demand, have 
reportediy led te the price drope. 


Because high interest rates have led to 4 shift of savings into banke and broker- 
ages from consumption, 4 particularly big slump hae ocourred in the conet ruction 
sector and gore people are putting their homes up for sale. On the other hand, 
housing prices have dropped because of declining demand. An apartment which sold 
previously for § @illion liras is sew going for 6 eillion liras. 


Because of the slum in sales of construction materiale, stocks have increased at 
the factories and thie is why wholesale prices hawe etarted to fall. While sheet 
iron wae selling at around 60 liras per kilogram about | month ago, it hae now 


dropped to 55 liras., 


in the conetfruction sector, there has reportedly been 4 slump in pressed wood and 
lumber for 4 lone time end prices are iow. Pressed wood sheets which were 1,500 
livres 4 year ago are 2,000 liras at present. 


in addition, prices on hwelenic gateriale have been lowered by the factories as 
much as 1) percent on condition of “adwance payment.” 


Since there hae been 4 big decline in demand for durable consumer goods, sales of 
items euch a6 rel: igeratore, ovens and washing machines have stopped. Factories 
have begun selling on inetaliment at cash prices. However, retailere hawe been 
found to be selling certain items for ewen lees than the ticket price. Prices in 
cash sales are eepeciaily quite low. Washing machine stocks hawe been found to be 


eepeciailly high. 


Reportedly another reason for the low prices is the new tax laws. Sellere have to 
eet rid of the goods they bought earlier without invoices or by the method called 
public eale” and have lowered their prices. 
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The new tan lawe @ake Lt impossible te sell goede whieh had been bought earlier 
“without taveiees,” because invoices are required on 411 sales, itn view of this, 
it has become necessary to get rid of the goods purchased at “public sale” as soon 
a6 pessibie, Certain serehantse whe want te sell the goede they have on hand have 
been forced te lower their prices for thie reason, 


The recent 2 te 2. >°life feduetion in wheat prices reportedly will lower the cost 
of bread and bread weights @uat be fraieed te tally with the new coset accounts, 


Mehmet Ali Volgormes, president of the Aegean Region Bread industry Bmployere 
Union, said that bread wheat which te selling on the open market for 2,200 liras 
will drop te 1,800 livas and added that they would go to the Provincial Coordi~- 
nation Board with the few coset accounts and request that the weight of bread be 
raised in order to keep the price etable, 


Meanwhile, an authority at a flows factery contended that the reduction in wheat 
prices wae caueed by money shortages on the market and that prices would go up 
again after a while.

Prime Minister Ulueu also noted that exporte had greatly increased in recent sonthe 
in comparison with previous yeare, reaching the highest amounte in the history of 
the republic, and continued as follows: 


“Our export revenues realized in December 19860 were 4 record. We are happy to see 
that thie hase continued into January 1981 aleo. in fact, our export revenues in 
January totalled $430 aillion. I think it useful to compare these figures with 
export revenues of past yeare in order to explain the situation better. 


“Our export revenues were $151 @illion in January 19786, $216 million in January

Nicosia SOZKURT in Turkish 10 © 61 pp 1,4 


[Text] Nicosia <= TREC (Turkish Pederated State of Cyprus) President Rauf Denktas, 
on Bayrak Radio's “Events We Follow" news and commentary program, commented on the 
remarks by U.S. President Ronald Reagan, broadcast in his own voice, on the “fed- 
eral government” and “states’ powers.” “If our Greek Cypriot neighbors had seen, 
understood and accepted this fact which Reagan pointed out, forming a federation 
on Cyprue would have been 4 very easy exercise,” he said. 


Greek Cypriots Proposing Local Rights 


Speaking at length on Reagan's statement that “the federal government did not 
create the states, the states created the federal government,” President Denktas 
said on the Bayrak Radio “Events We Follow" program that the "Greek Cypriote insist 
on saying, ‘We are the legitimate government,’ not because they do not realize this 
fact which found expression in Reagan's comments, but because this fact does not 
suit their interests.” He stated that “they are proposing to give the Turkish com- 
@unity gunicipal rights." 


Strong Central Government 


On the “Fvente We Follow” program, which was broadcast at 1840 hours on Saturday 
and rebroadcast at 1100 hours yesterday (Monday), host Ieszet Riza Yalin, Bayrak 
Radio's foreign news chief, asked President Rauf Denktas to comment on “President 
Reagan's words about the ‘federal government’ and ‘states’ powers’ from the stand- 
point of the t of ‘federal government’ we advocate on Cyprus.” President 
Denktas said, Greek Cypriots, in the federal system they envisage, envisage a4 
strong central administration of the kind Reagan also mentioned, complaining of its 
influence... Federations are not based on sunicipal rights.” 


Stating that the “majority-minority distinction forms within the strong, central 
administration,” the president stressed that “this is inherently wrong, because 
federations are composed of equal units,” and pointing out that “political power 
means nothing,” he said the following: 


“Look at Yugoslavia. it has a combination of large and emall statelets. There is 
no regard for gajority or minority among them, because the state is the unit. And 
these units came together and formed a federation with equal conditions and equal 

rights. Decisions are made by means of mutual agreement, which is called ‘by 
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consensus.’ If one of them, even the smallest estate, saye, ‘No, this cannot be,' 
then that decision does not pase, unless that one should be persuaded and the 
decision pase ‘by consensus, '” 


Integration Experiment Unsuccessful 


Noting that when the Turkish side demands equal rights, the Greek Cypriots raise 
the ery that ‘partition is be demanded, the division of Cyprus is being called 
for, one Cyprue is not desired,’” Denktas said, “Yet Cyprus has been in a state of 
partition for ll years, perpetuated by force of arms, terror and inhumane behav- 
ior," and added that the “experiment in integration failed because of the Greek 
Cypriote. 


Our Thesis Conforms to Pederal Conetitutions 


Denktas said, “We are divided in two administratively. We are essentially two as 
peoples.” We argued that “it cannot be said that the Turkish side wants to divide 
the island since we adopted the federation thesis when the experiment in inte- 
gration failed because of the Greek Cypriots” and added the following: 


“Quite the contrary, we want to unite a divided Cyprus. Our thesis is an approach 
conforming to all the federal constitutions in the world, 4 textbook federation. 
It can be no other, 


Government by Authority of the People 


"In that case, 4.1 bases and principles of the Cyprus problem lie in a view that 
Reagan expressed in one or two sentences. The federal state must not detract 

from the rights, statue and powers of the people. The central government must be 
furnished only with as much power as the people give to that central government; 
beyond this, no one has the power to take it upon himself to say, ‘I am the central 
government. ' He aleo voiced the thesis that the ‘federated states form the feder- 
ation. '” 


Reagan's Views Similar to Contemplated Federation 


In anewer to another question asked by Lezet Riga Yalin on Bayrak Radio's “Events 
We Follow,” President Denktas pointed out that Reagan's comments contained views 
quite close to the federation which he, and therefore the Turkish side, had in 
mind and, in reference to the “U.S. president's intention to curb the size and 
influence of the federal government and to demand recognition of distinctions 
between the powers given to the federal government and the powers granted to the 
estates which form the federation and their people,” said: 


“Reagan is complaining about the size and influence of the central administration, 
the federal administration, because when the central administration in a federation 
becomes stronger than necessary it usurps the rights of the states or the people 
forming that federation, it usurps their powers and governs them by decisions which 
come from the top, and this is not the purpose of federation. The purpose of fed- 
eration is to form an administration by agreement and to form a joint administra- 
tion, preserving the powers of the people.”

[Harald Hemrin diepatch: “Third World Aid and Defense Budgets Cause Controversy in 
Piniand™ | 


(Text) Weleinki, March=-Third World aid pelicy and defense spending have been at 
the center of an intense debate which hae sent ripples through the whole of politi- 
eal Finland in recent mathe, There are two opposing groupe--one which advocates 
increased Third World aid and reduced defense spending and another which followe «4 
more “cautious” line on both these questions, 


Personal antagoniem also enter the picture, a6 well a6 an old conflict between 
the Foreign Minietry, dominated by the Center Party, and 4 group of often young 
politicians and debaters on the Social Dempcratic Party's left wing, and conflict- 
ing interpretations of how the crises surrounding Afghanietan, the Persian Guif and 
Poland affect Piniand’s position. 


To further complicate matters, the whole affair ic epoken of in 4 language in which 
the bey worde are “ideslien” and “neoreslicn. ” 


The “idealists” attack of ficial Third World aid policy, which in their view is 
@uch too little=--only 0.27 percent of GP against the u-recommended 0.7 percent 
(and Gweden’s 1 percent). They aleo attack the choice of recipient nations, which 
for 4 time now have included Egypt alongside the “old” recipients of Vietnam, Tan- 
sania and Tambia. They alee advocate 4 cut of at least 4 freeze in defense epend- 


ing at the present level, 


On the other side the “realiete” say that little Finland cannot do auch to allevi- 
ate the suffering in the world, that Pinland @ust firet and foremost look after ite 
owe interests, trade with the comtries which can give something in return and not 
imagine that the world can be teaproved by something eaid or done in Heleinki. in 
addition they are also opposed to any reduction in defense spending and in som 
eases even advocate an increase in the defense budget . 


“There ie @ great deal of excitement in circles interested in politics and inter- 
national affaire about theese questions,” DAGENS WYHETER wae told. 
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The whele debate hee fecentiy been given lnefeased urgency, a8 the date comes 
Cleeer when the sitting Defense Gommiesion will put forward ite recommenda lone, 
Thie te expected some time around the @iddle of March, 


One of the prineipal figures among the “idealiste”=-although he does nol accept 
thie tag bimpelfq=ie Reales Vaeeyrynen, professor of international politics, Secial 
Demmcratic aewber of the Defense Commission and chairman of Pinland's UW Associa~ 
tion, 


"There ie nothing te indicate that Pinland’s position has deteriorated in any way,” 
he eaid in an interview with DAGHNS WYMETER, referring to the crises in and around 
Afghanietan, the Persian Gulf and Poland. “rom the Sewiet standpoint, for example, 
Finland te « highly etable coumtry which gives ao cause for alare, There hae been 
speculation from various quarters that what happened in Afghanistan (the Seviet oc- 
oupation) hae led te inereased pressure on Finland, | hawe seen ao signe of thie.” 


Por thie reseen Vaeeyrynen sees fo reason to call for an imerease in the defense 
budget=-ae ‘innteh Commander in Chief Lauri Stuela did recentiy. O& the other hand, 
he said the there are ne real major disagreements within the Defense Commission and 
that it will prebably be possible to unite in support of 4 largely unchanged de- 
fense budge’ 


lowever, asother source with direct insight inte the Defense Commission's work told 
DAGENS WYWETER that atarecent meeting Vaeyrynen delivered 4 very tough speech on the 
defense budget. 


Vaeyrynen aleo criticises the representatives of the official line within the Por- 
eign Minietry for their too-eager willingnese to promote Finnish export interests, 
and for allowing trade considerations to shape aid policy inetead of working for 
humanitarian aid for the Third World. 


The best-known name among the “realiete” is Keijo Korhonen, Poreign Ministry deputy 
secretary of etate and himpelf «a former foreign ginieter. Because of hie stress 

in variow: contexts on the importance of national interests and his “power poli- 
tice” view of world questions, he has perhaps become the goat criticized target 

for the “idealiete’” attacks. 


However, he only hae himself to blame in some respecte, for it was Korhonen who in 
a4 speech and newepaper article last year launched 4 biting attack on “those who be- 
lieve” that Pinland “ean eave the world” with ite Third World aid. 


“fwen if we threw half our GIP into Third World aid, ae one would notice the dif- 
ference,” he wrote. 


Korhonen also criticised foreign affaires and peace research in Pinland for having 
“eonfuseed things ae they are with things as they ought to be.” What he meant was 
that the peace researchers (Raimo Vaeyrynen for example) let their research be guided 
by their political=-in practice, Social Democratic--convictions. 














However, the feal frontal atteck on the peace feseatohere came « few gonthe later, 
in the fall ef 1980, from ne lees @ person than Poreign Minteter Paave Vaeyrynen. 


“Peace research has sequired « strongly pacifiet etemp,” The foreign @inister sate 
in @ epeech in Oetober to Finland's Peace Soetety, “Thie meane that the peace fe~ 
searchers have almet completely refused to lameree themelvese in military thinking, 
they keep their distance from everything commected with the @ilitery and lie erm, 
But it te still 4 realicy that a@ilitary ferees emier,” 


Foreign Minister Vaeyrynen aleo criticized the tdeae pul { ward by the peace move 
ment in Finland to support of wmilateral dlearmament. Such wmilateral dlearmement 
would not benefit the interests of th Pinnish peeple. “On the contrary,” he said, 
“the final result would gore likely be the opposite,” 


Behind the punchee and coumterpumches being thrown by the “idealiete” and “neoreal- 
iste” there are, however, acoording te certain obeervere in Heleinki, purely party 
political d'vleione=--and alee in som cases perhape even 4 certain fishing for Seviet 
sympathics. 


A souree close to the Foreign Minietry ie of the opinion that Professor Vaeyrynen's 
eriticies of the choice of feypt, for example, ae one of the country's on Piniand’s 
Third World aid program should be seen a8 4 Gove to please the Soviet Union, Por 
Moscow hardly looke favorably on etronger Pinnieh<fgyptian cooperation. 


Social Democratic Party leader Kalevi Seorea hae not involved himself in the polemics 
personally. Sut it ie well-known that several of the debatere in the “idealiet”™ 
school are close to hia, 


One interpretation of the real geaning of the Pinnieh debate ie therefore that the 
“neorealiete,” through Center Party aan Korhonen (and Poreign Minister Vaeyrynen, 
aleo of the Center Party), are trying to undermine the Social Wempcrate. And the 
Social Demecrate--or “idealieste”--are in turn trying to eatiefy both their domest ic 
party interests and the Soviet Union.

[Text] When the ETUC [Buropean Trade Union Confederation) wae founded ® yeare 
apo it reeponded to 4 need felt by workere in apet Western Buropean count ries

By that time the strengthening of capitaliet domination, particularily the epread- 
ing of tranenational economic powers to Burope, posed economic and social probleme 
leading workers and their trade union organizations to consult with each other, 

to draw closer together, to seek the beet g@eane to coordinate their action for 
joint demands, regardiess of what their politice! orientation of internat tonal 
affiliation sight be. 


The conce*t of unity thus prevailed during the founding of ETUC and it ie not 
without interest to recall that the aajority of ite founding gembere rejected 
the proposal to add the letter L (libre) [free] to the confederation’s acronye 
and opposed any mixing with the CISL (Gonfederation internationale des syndicate 
libres) ([ICPTU, International Confederation of Pree Trade Unions), and any 
discrimination against organizations likely to join the ETUC later on. 


The least one can say about the FTUC on the ewe of ite eighth anniversary ic 
that it ie far from hawing fulfilled the hopes that ite founding inepired among 
Buropean workers.

The Answerse--Chain Wwactions and Broadening the Crisis 


Teoleting certain branches of production or certein categories of workers who 
appear to be unaffecte’ directly or who are supposed to benefit from the secession 
is a deceptive method ‘or assessing the effecte of the accession. A question of 
balancing profite and losses ceases to exist once we accept that the sccession 
will aggrevate a)) the critical probleme facing the country: infletion, balance 
of payments, reduction in investments, reces’ ion. 


The accession threatens to destabilise the most basic sectors of production and 
to have painful consequences for all working people. 


Industry is left exposed not only to the competition of the capitelist monopolies 
but also to the products of the developing countries. Important branches and 

@ large number of omal) and middle-sised enterprises are in danger of being pushed 
out of the domestic market and consequently of disappearing, while the sccession 

does not open new markets for other branches. The prospect of reduced demand for 
Greek products is one of the reasons, moreover, for the current investment crisis. 


Agriculture is turned over to « aystem of “common poliay” which leads to the 
desertion of the countryside, and scandalowsly fevors the “northern” products 
against the Mediterranean and the lerge farmers against the omall farmers. If 
things remain the way the government hes scoepted them, it would be impossible to 
preserve in the coming years the purchasing power of our farmers without « 
continous and extensive develustion of the drectma.

A new era ie dawning. Actually, from our perapective and the dialectics of Mahir 
Cayan, thie era comes a6 no surprise. On the contrary, it beare out the views of 
Mahir Cayan~-and Devrime! Sol (Revolutionary Left). In other words, it bankrupts 
the views of revisioniete who say that fasciem is not on the rise. Revisioniste, 
who regard faeciem a6 merely the NAP, were unaware of the clear danger of the 
fascist junta. According to them there was no possibility of fasciem; there were 
only democratic righte and inetitutions. The revisionists, who put Turkey in the 
same bag with imperialist countries, refused to believe that existing peeudodemocracy 
could be wiped away in a night. Yet, thie had occurred on 12 March. But, still, 
according to the revisionists, faeciem could not come from above; faeciem was not 
covert. There wae only NAP fascias. 


The 12 September fascist, pro-American junta emashed these views A fascist-oriented 
government emerged. if demonstrated to the entire world that democracy was only 
window dressing. Now t.e cvisioniste--the Turkish Communiet Party, Turkish Workers 
Party, Turkish Socialist +» rekre Party, etc--muset put their heade together and start 
thinking. They gust find anewere to: What happened to this escalating fascien’ 


Way «4 junta’ 


During the period in which the 12 March gemorandum was produced, Mahir Cayan per- 
formed an analysis of regimes in neocolonial cowmtries. The analysis wae unable 
to address democracy in neocolonialist coumtries in which beurpeoise-democratic 
revolution cannot occur. “Democracy” in such countries was democracy swept away in 
@ night as had happened on 12 March and 12 September but instantly restored by 
@ilitery order, to then be safeguarded by these forces. 


Under these circumstances the perpetuation of an oligarchic regime with 4 parlia- 
@entary (democratic) facade was no more than covert fasciem (4 semimilitary regime). 
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Mahir Cayan regards oligarehic regimes in countries Like ours as covert and overt 
fasciem and, therefore, states that junta will succeed junta, 


The prowAmerican fascist junta that took power on 12 September punctuates the ac- 
curacy of thie analysis, Cayan settled once and for all discussions about fasctem's 
waning and whether there was democracy~--iseves over which there had been such con= 
troversy. Wow there is one obvious fact that ne one would dispute (excluding, satur- 
ally, the junta's toadies): An overtly fascist regime has come into being, 


Conditions That Spawned the Junta 


What causes oligarchy te resort to overt and covert fascism? The reasons/conditions 
guaranteed the emergence of the 12 September, promAmerican fascist junta, Overt= 
cover fasciem ie the governmental form to which an oligarchy must resort because 
Oligarehy cannot implement democracy. On the contrary, it is democracy's enemy 
(and, in 4@ real sense, even the enemy of bourgeois dempcracy!). What forces oli- 
garchy in thie direction ts ite powerlessness. Monopolistic capitalists, who in 
political and economic spheres illegally bequeath 4 coumtry to imperialiem and who 
think of nothing but heaping up @ore profit, fuse poverty and constantly rising 
inflation with political pressure and violence. What is thie predicament’? Marxiet 
literature calle ite national crisis. It is because our country ie in 4 perpetual 
national crisis that the oligarchy's inability to rule makes inevitable frequent 
changes of government, the regime's trampling upon ite own laws, martial law periods 
one after another, and, ultimately, resorting to 4 military regim. 


The oligarchy thought that it could “remedy” ite ineffectiveness with the 12 March 
mmorandum. it used repression and violence while altering the Constitution, but 
even in the 12 March period governments followed one after the other. 


The post-12 March situation perfectly displayed what kind of etraite the oligarchy 
was in. The period between 1973 and 1980 was one in which governments changed every 
6 months, devaluations occurred, poverty reached the limtt, and repression and terror 
became mass gurder. Those unable to see that the root cause of thie situation wae 
the oligarchy's lack of control (in other words, in ite recourse to fascism) -<or 
restated again, the existence of a national crisie=--reduced the problem to debates of 
form without substance. The oligarchy's spokesmen spouted: “The Constitution is the 
source of the problem; it is the electoral system, etc.” That is, the lawe promul- 
gated by the oligarchy became ite own obstacle. What is one to expect but 4 regime 
that when put on the spot constantly repudiates iteelf. 


it was thus inevitable that an oligarchic regiae in this position would resort to 
4 junta. How can an idle government make iteelf viable’ The Military administration 
ultimately and as a last resort is subsumed by oligarchy and imperialien. 


Devrimei Sol illuminated this situation in ite No 1 edition in March. It was ex- 
plained that the oligarchy was using 411 ite trump cards, that, a8 4 result, there 

was no other “remedy” but a military regime, that the January 1960 military semorandus 
was proof of this, and that there were efforts afoot to create 4 jumta atmosphere. 
These were things visible to everyone living in Turkey and wishing to see the truth. 
But no one lent an ear to Devrimci Sol's warning. Devrimei Sol wrote: 
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iy now all coalitions and parties have been tested one by one, The HPP and JP eoal- 
itions have been able to achieve any of Lhelf enploitationist interests, Moreover, 
economic crisis and ‘anarchy'=-as the oligarchy calle ite-are net coming to a halt, 


"“Wrat is to be done then’ In this situation the army's taking control has become an 
‘inevitable’ duty, The army © memorandum is an indication of this and the neces= 
sary wiliew is being created by prepagandiaing that ‘there is no other way’ than the 
aray taking over...” (Devrimet Sel, MareheNe 1), 


Despite thie the Turkish left e@bedied af ineensitivity that was puseling, it were 
as though the memorandum had fever been issued, Everyone virtually convineed himself 
that there was no danger of 4 junta, They theeriged reasons for 4 junta takeover, 
For example, DY |Devrime! Yol=-Revelutionary Way] wrote! 


lt i6 at present accepted by almest everyone that the ruling classes, administrative 
shortfalls, and U.S. interests in the Middle Bast are paving the way for 4 faseiet 
dictatorship in Turkey, Such af assesement, however, does not by iteelf explain 
the present, fundamental policies of the ruling ciaeses.” (Devrimei Yol, June 

No %), 


The best anewer to thie careleseness, we believe, ia the fact of the pro-American 
junta coming to power on i? September 1980, 


The junta’s declared purpose for taking over clarified how and why the junta arose, 
The goals of the fasciat General Evren explained his reasons for seizing control: 


==—We warned many times. We eaid everything there was to say, 
-=The government lacked any authority 

«<The coumtry was on the verge of civil war. 

-<Officiale were unresponsive, 

~-Anarchy, terrotiem and divieioniem vere out of control, 


These then were the reasone for the junta’s taking over. The government lacked any 
authority, unresponsive officials, anarchy! In other words: oligarchic iapotence 
and clase etruggle. 


As a “remedy” the junta proposes to draw up 4 new constitution and change the elec- 
toral law. The activity of waione and political parties have been banned (ei lenced) 
and a regime inetalled that will pummel all reaetion.... 


Everything is being iliuminated like day. The pro-American fascist junta has emerged 
as the “remedy” for oligarchic and imperialiet impotence. However, the junta has 
incorporated the oligarciy's probleme into ite own programe. The junta’s goale are 
those of oligarchy and imperiaiiem. This fact betraye the junta’s clase base.

The junta in 4 coutry bound to economic taperialion and whose army is NATO-domin- 
ated cannot be oblivious to impertalien, 


The generals’ fascist junta came about on U.S. command. Por thie reason the United 
States and other imperialist countries were the first to applaud the junta, 


The imperialist junta, which satisfied the need for 4 covert occupation army, has 
rum into difficulty from 4 balance-of-forces etandpoint in the Middle Bast. After 
ltan was liberated from imperialist domination and the Soviet intervention in 
Afghanistan, the United States embarked on the creation of 4 new balance of power. 
The Israel- t-Turkey triangle afforded the United States the best ineurance. fe- 
cently, lerael’'s worldwide infamy over the Jerusales issue, the increasing discon- 
tent in Arab countries and the wmification of Syria and Libya have alarmed the United 
States. tt is particularly vital that Turkey be stabilised if 4 powerful triangle 
is to be forged. Turkey, however, ie destabilized. The class etruggie has been 
continually heating up. Turkey needed 4 regime that permitted no democratic reac- 
tion whatsoever, silenced the masses with repression and violence, shut down unions, 
exploited workers to the utmost and imparted governmental etability. This regiae 
could only have been 4 junta-etyle government.

Despite reconciliation within the junta, the JP faction is prominent. Changes the 
JP had wanted have been incorporated verbati> inte the junta's program: conetitu= 
tional change, the electoral system, the politu*! parties law, ete.... K. Bwren 
has said that JP economic policy will continue intact. Demirel's economic adviser 
Turgut Oval ie now &, fwren's closest adviser and 4 deputy prime minister, The 
fascist junta’'s economic and politieal policies are those of the JP, 


The prominence of the MP faction does not disenfranchise the BPP and WAP factions, 
but it already demonstrates that there will be a violent struggle tomorrow. 


The Junta Ie Not Ataturkiet, it Defends Pasciet Ideology 
The fascist junta, like all the bourgeois parties, is forever talking Ataturkisn. 


The junta has worn an Ataturkish-Kemaliet mask 60 a6 to, on the one hand, be able 
to maintain a balance of power in ite favor while, on the other hand, being able 
to attract oppressed democratic, Kemalist circles into ite camp. in truth, there 
is oO interest in Kemelien. 


Kemaliem is the Turkish people's national liberation struggle against imperialicn.

As you pointed out in your article, the colon elistic, sonopolistic bourgeoisie's 
fasciet military forces have once more justified themselves for seizing adminie- 
tration, showing ae the biggest trump card in their justification the so-called 
liberated areas and the clashes in our country which serve no other purpose than 
destruction. Wot even the herotem (!) which the Apoiete [arm of Kurdistan Liber- 
ation Organization) still engage in here and there is a rationale which the bour- 
geoisie can understand. Yet thousande of people whose breath emelis of unemploy- 
ment and hunger, who are next to death under oppression will nevertheless thank the 
junta. 


The junta is trying to mow down every obstacle which rises before it. It is espec- 
ially bloody and free with the gunpowder in putting down armed opposition. It 
follows the revolutionaries who flee to the countryside and kille them where they 
are caught. And every time, it finds a cover for this. If they did not kill then, 
what they would get would be worse than death. 


The juntaites employ the following method against revolutionaries: Those who have 
once been investigated, have a prison record, etc., are absolutely put down (if 
they can be caught). Besides this, everyone who wight be dangerous for them is 
kept under close surveillance. Some excuse is always found for them to be thrown 
into jail (and usually tortured). The prisons are so full that unimportant poli- 
tical cases are sent to civilian prisons. All the civilian and military jaile are 
full to the brie. Efforte to open the sew prison are being stepped up. Two or 
three people sleep in every bed at the Diyarbakir martial law prison. Eighty per- 
cent of the inmates have caught diseases such as the itch. And the food is dis- 
gusting. Actually, I think disgusting is not even an adequate word to describe 
it. Moreover, bringing any sort of food from outside is prohibited. 


As for the courte, they are 4 world unto themselves! Wo one can hear anyone else. 
It is obvious that the courte are not independent anyway. Neither lawyers nor 
defendents are given the proper right to speak. If they were, no importance would 
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would be given to what they said, Most of the time, little notes pencilled on the 
MIT [National Intelligence Organisation) file in the defendent's region dictate the 
decisions, Three to 5 years are given for even the slightest crime, Thire is no 
right of appeal to the Supreme Court in sentences of up to 3 years, The Supreme 
Court of Military Appeals does not examine the cases further, either apecially 
organisation crimes, aside from evidence bases on lies and falee accusations, for 
instance if 4 person who put up an association poster is tried for hanging posters, 
he has to be fined 450 liras, However, if the same person is charged with carrying 
out the activities of that organisation, he te given up to 8 years in prison, And 
#0 on and 60 on, Those who Live will soon see that volumes cannot contain what hae 
been done in these past } monthe, 


| would Like to point out one more thing: ARMANC ie an important part of the 

DDKD [Revolutionary Democratic Cultural Association) cause, It wae in the courte 
twice last month and ARMANC is considered the most important trump attempting to be 
shown a6 the moet effective support.

The junta's oppression and terror continues unabated in Kurdistan. Arrests, tor- 
ture and unfair triale are as widespread as possible.

If any political group or sector of society 
gust be punished, the plans and programs are prepared in Ankara. And are imple- 
mented in the same way they are prepared. They are careful to say that everything 
is done according to the “laws” and such. Now certain prosecutors and judges are 
making up the existing legal loopholes and omissions by word games appropriate to 
their new status. MIT and political police seem much more on the “job” than 
before.

BILL POR INCREASED DEFENSE SPENDING--Polketing Finance Committee chairman Kr. Al- 
berteen (Social Democrat) han now entered the debate on the defense settlement. He 
said that if a new detense bill calle for increased defense spending, the money must 
be raised by increases in income and capital taxes. It must not be covered by cute 
in other areas. On Tuesday the Social Democratic Polketing group gave Defense Min- 
ister Poul Soegaard a mandate to resume negotiations with the Liberals, Radical 
Liberals and Conservatives for a new defense settlement. The Social Democrats gave 
Poul Soegaard permission to propose a settlement over the so-called zero-solution, 
which up to now has been the government's proposal. But no figures have been men- 
tioned. Kr. Alberteen said that “if there is a proposal for additional spending 
over and above the present proposal, that is, the present level of defense spending 
contained in the budget and in the supplementary budget bill minus the extra spend- 
ing on the P16 aircraft, then the money will have to be raised from increased tax- 
ation on capital and incomes. “I do not think it reasonable for the Social Demo- 
crate and the parties supporting a defense settlement to increase the budget deficit 
simply to arrive at a defense settlement. For this reason the parties should be 
prepared to raise the money in some other way, but not by means of cuts,” Kr. Al- 
berteen said.

NATION NEEDS 'CREDIBLE' DEFENSE TO PRESERVE NEUTRALITY

[Text] Tension in ‘) world has grown, the risk of a nuclear war has come closer. 
The North Calotte, which Lappland ie a part, ie a strategically important area, 
while the southern cte of the Nordic area are directly connected with military 
strategy on the continent. 


Continued balance and stability in the Nordic countries is therefore important. So 
all the Nordic countries ought to avoid measures which could lead to negative changes 
in the current situation. 


Finland's position is still stable, and the foundations of our security policy are 
unchanged. But Finland could nevertheless be affected by a superpower conflict, even 
though it is situated on the north flank. 


In this situation what is principally needed is foreign policy measures primarily to 
preserve peace in the Nordic countries and to keep them and especially Finland out 
of any possible future conflicts. 


In order to be credible, foreign and neutrality policies need the support of a 
defense force which can prevent our territory being used by a warring party in a 
conflict. In such a way the defense force supports our policy of neutrality and 
makes it possible for us to fulfill the commitments contained in the friendship, 
cooperation and mutual assiscance treaty with the Soviet Union, for example. 


These are more or less the central theses in the third parliamentary defense com 
mittee's recommendations. 


However, the committee notes at the same time that the Buropean powers, despite in- 
creased tension, are still attempting to protect the advantages won through detente 
and are trying to develop the detente process to the extent possible. 


A conflict outside Europe does not necessarily have to lead to a war on our conti- 
nent. But the risk of a superpower conflict has grown, and the increase of tension 
iteelf means that it is necessary for we to put our house in order. 








As far as political means are concerned, the committee pointe to the Finnish initia- 
tive for arms control systema in the Nordic countries and the Kekkonen proposal for 
a border agreement with Norway. These would make 4 contribution to preventing con= 
flicts which blow up eleewhere from spreading to the Nordic countries, 


The committee notes with satisfaction the Sweden's nonalignment, supported by a 
strong defense force, is valuable from the Nordic and Finnish viewpoints, anc it te 
also important for Pinland that Norway and Denmark etill adhere to limitations in 
their NATO membership. 


it is important for security in the Nordic countries that all the Nordic countries 
avoid measures which could be considered to cause negative changes in the current 
situation, the committee states. 


And the committee considers that our foreign policy ought to continue along the road 
already taken and promote detente, peace and disarmament. 


But, ae the world looks now, we must have a credible defense force. Our friendship, 
cooperation and mutual assistance pact with the Soviet Union commits us to this. 


Of this pact the committee states that it is unlike ordinary military pacts, chief- 
ly because the military cooperation is limited to Finnish territory and that it does 
not come about automatically. If our own resources are insufficient, the the pact 
offers alternatives--political and military means to support our own measures--the 
recommendations state. 


This means that we can have political and military help from our eastern neighbor, 
if we need it. However, we want to be able to decide ourselves whether and to what 
extent we need this help. 


Regarding Finland's military-etrategic position, the committee notes that there are 
no strategic targets in Pinland which in themselves would tempt an attacker. Fin- 
land's military-political significance is therefore primarily dependent on the ex- 
tent to which our territory can be exploited to reach strategic targets which lie 
outside it in a possible future crisis or war situation. 


In such a situation our ability to remain outside hostilities is dependent both on 
our foreign policy and on our ability to defend ourselves and to make an attack 
sufficiently costly to make it unprofitable. 


The committee noted that the development of nuclear technology and nuclear doc- 
trines has increased the likelihood of a nuclear war. 


However, Finland's defense capability cannot be shaped with an eye to a nuclear 
war. Instead we should work further on the idea of credible guarantees against the 
use and the threat of use of nuclear arms against nuclear-free countries. 


Nevertheless we should continue to pay attention to the question of protecting the 
population against the effects of nuclear arms. 
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Ae far ae the controversial crulee @lesiles are concerned, the initial outcry seems 
te have cooled, The only probles with thes from our viewpoint te that, low=flying 
as they are, they would violate our air apace if their trajectory should cross our 
terfitery, and it te our duty therefore to try te shoot them down, 


And thie te easier eaid than done. Not because they are difficult te hite-on 
the contrary, they are quite slow=-but because they are difficult to detect by radar, 


The committee urgee the defense establishment, a6 defensive system 4a:e¢ developed, 
to complement our surveillance and defensive syeteme within our capabilities, chief 
ly by extending exieting methods and materiel.

[Text] The Third Parliamentary Defense Committee which yesterday presented ite re- 
commendations has been forced to work in a @uch harsher climate than ite predeces~ 
sors. Even the review of the estate of affaires on the stage of world politics which 
traditionally forme the firet part of the recommendations shows how global develop- 
tente at the end of the seventies and the beginning of the present decade have 
moved in the direction of greater tension both between the superpovere and also 
around local crisis pointe on the globe. 


Riferte for detent are ne longer riding the crest of a wave as they were 4 few 
years ago. And, even though it is 4 positive fact that the European nations still 
adhere in principle to the detente line, and even though it can be said that the 
situation in the Nordic community, despite the increased interests of the super- 
powers in the northern areas especiaily, has nevertheless remained relatively stable 
on the whole, all too many worrying factors still remain which create great uncer- 
tainty when facing the future. 


One such factor is the nuclear sector. The arrival on the ecene of new aediun- 
range miceiles, of cruise missiles and altered doctrines which seem to lower the 
nuclear threshhold, brings with it 4 growing threat of the catastrophe which every~ 
one still saye they want to avoid. Por our part, thid throws into relief our en- 
deavors to ginimize these risks in our part of the world as far as it is in our power 
te do #0. 


Of course, all this has amounted to 4 challenge to the committee, whose task this 
time was not only to put forward concrete proposals for 4 review of our defenses in 
the next S-year period, but aleo to stake out guidelines for the next 15 years, into 
the mineties. in addition to all this, the dominant political constellations in 
Finland's domestic politics, primarily the extreme left's generally sharpened atti- 
tudes, but alec to some extent the Social Dempcrat’s new profile on the defense 
questions, has complicated the «fforte to achieve as broad 4 political agreement 

@@ possible on the solutions which should be recommended, in other words to reach 

the practical concensus which has been one of the chief achievements in the previous 
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Committees, Last but not least, national budget difficulties have in fact imposed 
an even tighter framework for the committee's economic freedom of movement than was 
the case during the crisie=-ridden seventies, 


In the light of thie it gust nevertheless be considered positive that the commit- 
tee has been able to reach 4 remarkable degree of manimity on the main direction 
for the defense forces’ development in this period, In recent years the largest part 
of purchasing resources has gone to cover the needs of the air force, but to som 
extent also those of the navy. These two defense branches together with the frontier 
guards are responsible even in peacetime for surveillance and protection againet 
Violation of our territory and airspace, It is therefore of considerable import~ 
ance that they=~-apart from a few gape=-can now largely be considered to fulfill their 
taske in a satiefactory way. 


During 1982-1986, however, it will be time, in the committee's view--which as far 
ae we can see is correct=-to give priority to land combat forces, If we weigh our 
resources and abilities against the different types of crisis which seem probable 
in our case, it is, according to the committee's argument, obvious that the aie 
ought primarily to be improved capacity to repulee aggression of a limited, conven- 
tional type. This pute the main burden on an effective land defense force, suited 


to this purpose. 


However, the rapid rate of development in arms technology has led to an arm level 
in our land combat forces which has fallen considerably behind and thue weakened the 
troops’ performance level. Firepower, mobility, field command systems, antitank and 
antiaircraft missiles 411 need thorough modernization. It is here that the com 
mittee wante to make the gajor investments. Ite goal is to train and equip by 1990 
the so-called protective troops to 4 saximgum etrength of 250,000 men, fully equal to 
tasks corresponding to present requirements. The committee has settled for this 
solution because it is obviously realistic in expecting that resources will not be 
sufficient to raise armament levels for the whole of the large reserwe force--at 
present around 700,000 men. 


The committee iteelf explaine that thie decision has been 4 central iseue in ali 

the plans. We must therefore assume that it has made ite choice having taken account 
of defense suitability balanced against the economic investments which our resources 
allow. "rom the layman's viewpoint it is of course difficult to make 100-percent 
certain pronouncements on the correctness of this judgment. However, there is auch 
to indicate that the solution is rational and reasonable. 


For the navy the committee envisages 4 permanent coastal defense in the Gulf of 
Pinland, where g@odersization will continue at a somewhat ewifter rate. The respon- 
sibility for repuleing aggressors at the Gulf's gouth and around Aaland will be 
given to the navy, whose outdated unite will be replaced by modern, swift, sissile- 
equipped so-called combat vessels in the coming period. It is possible to ask in 
this context whether Aaland still has @uch strategic interest. Experiences from 
past ware and crises are wmanig@ous in pointing in another direction. 


One of the gost controversial questions in the committee was that of the Third Hunter 
Jet Wing, which was also discussed by the two previous defense committees. The 
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argument used to justify it te the need for effective aireraft surveillance of 
southwest Finland in peacetime too, The argument was rejected by several representa= 
tives of the left, whe deseribed the wing as an example of expensive rearmament and 
considered that equally good but considerably cheaper results could be achieved 
through 4 redistribution of available air force strength, This opposition forced a 
compromise for a half 4 wing stationed at Birkala Field, which will be expanded and 
nade inte 4 modern air base, Like all half-measures, it hardly satiefies either 
side, But at least it gives ue the opportwity to take 4 etep forward in the plane 
for the third wing=--something which we for our part find a well-founded move, 


Another bone of contention was the economic framework for the coming S-year period, 
llere too 4 compromise was reached, and it will @ean an annual real-term increase 

in defense spending of 3.8 percent=-ae opposed to a proposed S-percent increase in 
the defense forces’ basic alternative. This is somewhet higher than the estimated 
average increase in GIP or around } percent, However, when we remember that the 
defense forees’ share of total GIP will remain at 1.5 percent=-the lowest figure in 
Europe=-we can hardly be accused of epeeding up the arme race in the world, 


To sum up, it if possible to say that it was something of a feat that the committee, 
againet the odds it had to fight, has produced such 4 well-balanced recommendation, 
There te an indirect indication of how problematical antagonism have been when the 
committee, unlike ite predecessors, refraine from proposing 4 timetabled cont inua- 
tion within a fourth Defense Committee, it is true that the outlines of a more long- 
term plan have now been roughly sketched. They will of course require more detailed 
investigation in the future. But it is certainly wiee to first wait and see how the 
concrete proposals for 1982-1986 are received by the parliament, given the present 
parliamentary climate. 


The third Defense Committee has at least pointed to a feasible path toward the goal 
of continuing to insure cover for the thesis that Pinland iteelf carries the main 
weight of responsibility for ite defense. The question now is whether the politi- 
cians are sufficiently willing to follow this path. And the anewer to this question 
will also decide what may happen with defense committees further into the future.

EDITORIAL CRITICIZES TRRESPONSIELE REPORTING

[Text] KATWIMERINI will abandon neither the objectivity ser the dialogue 
because it considere both to be absolute prerequisites in order to accurate= 
ly evaluate events and facts and, consequentiy, to point owt suitable solu- 
tions and to make correct decisions, Firmly believing that the philosophy 
of the whole truth te not related to democracy, that the belief in the truth 
through revelation lies only within the ephere of certain religions, and 
that the aphorietic monologues distort the truth and serve only their natu- 
ral creator: emotion, we will not cease reporting vith objectivity and dia- 
logue. And with their legitimate offepring: composure and responsibility. 


In the stock exchange of current events, this commodity does not always 
command the beet price, At times, when emotion begins to extend to th 
forefront of our public life and abeurdity with fanaticiem compete as to 
which will distort the facts more and bury responsibility deeper, commodi- 
ties such as composure and dialogue are undervalued and discarded, their 
places being taken by fanatical frenzy and irrespcasible gonologue, And 
then, in place of the beautiful and useful dialogue of reeponsibility and 
objectivity, we have the hareful dialogue of thought leseneee and emotion, 
and instead of rationality and common sense, we have irresponsibility and 
fanaticiem, To be sure, all this hae ite price, literally and figuratively, 
im the present and in the future, And, unfortunately, a very high price 
has actually been paid for them in the past. And yet, gore unhappily, it 
does not appear that we keep that clearly in e@ind. What will happen’ It 
appears that the wise aan was right who said that, if hietory teaches any~ 
thing, it ie that it teaches nothing and nobody, The aind appeare to be 
less powerful than the psychological functione of peoples and individuals... 


Three events have recently captured for daye the front pages of the newe~ 
papers and, a6 4 result, the greater part of pwhlic interest: the funeral 
of Frederica, the bille of the DEI [Public Power Corporation], and the fi- 
asco of the American soldiers in Drama, The firet has come to an end, the 
second is about to be resolved, and the third did not last but created cri- 
ees and reactions, 


It is natural that 411 appraisale and judgments concerning these three 








events should net be in accord) the differences in judgments and apparaisaic 
ean be found within the essence of democracy and, when they do not exist, it 
means that there is lese democracy, Sut when the distortion of the facets is 
evident, how guch dempcracy can there be? We do not claim the role of ap- 
praiser; on the other hand, the Cates heard the aceusations of the judge far 
more often than the applause of the crowd, But we do not lack Catos inas~ 
much ae they are our politieal leaders and thie ie their main funetion = the 
role of appraiser ~ whieh differs from that of the self-etyled appraisers 
because it te performed with a sense of reeponsibiility, while the self- 
appointed and self-styled appraisers can act without feeling and without re- 


sponsibility, 


The three evente of recent daye to which we referred at the beginning! the 
one which came to an end (Prederica's funeral), that which is continuing 
(the DEL bille), and that which did not last, but resulted in crises and re- 
actions (the fiaseo of the American soldiers in Drama), are 4 criterion, de- 
fective ae it may be, of che degree in which the role of responsibility is 
performed, of the manner in which public opinion ie finally shaped by indi- 
viduale whe contribute to ite shaping and of the ratio of responsibility 
which each of these individuale undertakes without authority or relinquishes 
when he has such authority, 


And were we epeaking in more concrete language, we might ask ourselves, “Does 
our political leadership, all our political leadership, everyone of then, 
feel that it performs ite responsible duty towards that portion of the peo- 
ple who follow it, does it withdraw, almost in eiler’ , behind the curtain 

of the noisy stage and allow irresponsibility to go rampant on subjects as 
important a6 national defense and peace of the land?” 


it may be useful not to forget that the characteristic of air, which as 
physics demonstrates, tends to fill every vacuum, is valid also in the shap- 
ing of public opinion, where irresponsibility tends to fill every vacuum 
left by the political leadership responsible for it. And this may help dea- 
agoguety but indeed damages, dangerously, both political leadership and de- 
mocracy. Because, while the air will be displaced as soon a6 something s01- 
id is set in ite place, demagoguery will not be removed once it has become 
established in our political scene. And for thie the country has paid 
Geariy...

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LIBERAL NEWSPAPER VIEWS STATUS OF WORDIC COOPERATION

[Text] le Nordic cooperation entering 4 crisis? te the Nordic Council 4 paper tiger 
or in fact 4 paper ill |papperekvarn--Swedish idioe for “red tape"}]? The questions 
present themeelvese after 2 days of general debate in Copenhegeo,where the Nordic 
Council is meeting at the goment. Thies is the 29th year that there has been 4 
council geeting since the start in 1953. 


Many speakere from the five Nordic statee~--from the ranke of the parliamentarians 
in the council and the aany gueeting @inietere--seemed to see themselves more as re- 


porting bookkeepers supposed to give an account of the last year'd Nordic dealings 
than a8 involved debaters and idea-givere, involved in the Nordic arena. 


Thies means that it is hardly surprising that Nordic cooperation ie marking time, 
perhaps being adjusted 4 little here and expanded 4 little there. Several council 
committees have aico declared their dissatisfaction with the fact that the govern- 
mente have done so little concrete. 


To cap it all the council of ainietere, the governments’ cooperation body, is plan- 
fing 4 tight budget for 19862, which could gean cute. There is no really strong Nordic 
ia@petus in politice at the goment. However, it ie seeded gore badly sow than in a 


long time. 


On the foreign policy horizon the clouds are gathering over Purope, sot least over 
the Hordic area. And in economics is it sot only 4 slump which ie threateding. It 
ie becoming increasing difficult for emall industrial nations like the Nordic ones 
to purewe an independent welfare policy. 


It is easy to diemies the NOrdic Council as 4 one-eyed phenomenon. The council can 
only give recommendations to governments. It is aleo easy to point owt that all the 
grand plans for Nordic ventures have failed: the Defense League, the Tariff Union, 
Bordek [Nordic Economic Community). 


But, as the host country's Prime Minieter Anker Joergensen put it during the debate, 
Nordic cooperation is characterized gore by common views than joint action. Despite 
the fact that the Nordic countries are not entirely similar on any one single point, 
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there is closeness in thought, Life style and social organisation which ie strike 
ing. tt te the vaet amount of work on tiny detaile rather than the large projects 
which hae brought the five states and peoples ever closer to each other in the last 
~ years, 


A free labor market which hae gradually been extended, enormous reciprocal trade, 
passpertelese travel, the right to enjoy sectal benefite when working in another 
Nordic countryewall these ave examples of a Nordiem which means a lot for the indi-~ 
vidual. The 1976 environmental protection convention was recently cited by Sweden 
to stop « planned major coal-fired power station in Copenhagen. At this year's ses~ 
sion the Serdic Cowne!l will adopt @ language convention which will give inhabitants 
of the Nerdic cowmtetes the right to use their own language in dealings with the 
authorities. 


Thue Nordic cooperation bas been far from without reeult, if we take the W-year 
perapective, et at present the Nordic machinery te idling. A clear direction is 
lacking. Fven though the council of minieters ie able to point out that the Nordic 
countries are concentrating on two areae=<the WNerdic countries as home market and 
the role of technology in the future. 


The energy @inieters have dram up 4 cooperation program and the prime ministere 
are meeting @ore often. But thie ie all show if no tangible results can be demon- 
atrated, 


The bureaucratization of Nordic cooperation has aleo been criticized. But the 
approximately WO civil servants and the approximately 150 millions (presumably 
Swedish kronor) in the budget are emall beer in comparison with what the EEC has 
inflicted on iteelf. The Nordic administration is comparatively cheap and effective. 


in one of the general debate's few riveting speeches Norwegian Storting President 
and Nordic expert Gutters Hanewer called for a revitalization of the Nordic Council. 
He wanted to see closer cooperation between parties or similar political color, 
greater efforte on the part of the governments, but aleo a drastic change in the 
council's own work=-to concentrate on fewer but more important questions and sewiften 
decisions. 


Finnish Prime Minister Mauno Koivieto agreed about the change in the council's 
work. And Sweden's Svante Lundkviet, the former Social Democratic agriculture min- 
ister, wanted to see the introduction of an overall Nordic perspective. The point 
of departure ought to be 4 Nordic commumity seen as 4 single country, he said. 


Thies could be a fruitful way of arranging 4 number of proposals. But there is a but. 
The Nordic community is not 4 single unit. The fact that it is not so in the secur- 
ity policy respect is an established fact--and thie is the reason why thie field 

lies outeide the Nordic Council's traditional area of vork. 


Nevertheless, at every council session in recent year's foreign policy has been dis- 
cussed. Quite understandably, said the Danes, Prime Minister Anker Joergensen and 
his former Foreign Minister Kk. 8. Andersen. Mauno Koivisto was even able to en- 
vieage the possibility of a special debate on foreign policy. Swedish left party 
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commumiete leaders Lars Werner put forward an interesting idea~-organizing a Nordic 
yaposium nuclear-free sones. This should be able to cause more than 4 few skir- 
dishes at the Nordic Council's session themelves, 


hut 4 more important consideration is that Denmark is being drawn into the EEC more 
and more and will thus have growing difficulty in participating in close economic 
cooperation in the Nordic community. For thie reason there is the possibility of 
cooperation between two or three countries=-ae several speakers stressed, including 
Swedish and Norwegian prime ministers Thorbjoern Paelidin and Gro Harlem Brundtland, 
They are themselves at present busy with the final discussions for a broad Norwegian-~ 
Swedish energy and industry agreement. It will be possible to admit further coun- 
tries to thie agreement, and the prime candidate here ie Finland. 


Cooperation on energy guet be the backbone of Nordic cooperation in the eighties. 
Denmark does not have to remain outside thie completely=<the Danish gas agreement 
ie an example of this. But when Nordic industrial cooperation is deepened Denmark 
will have to resign iteelf to standing on the sidelines.
